“We have seen and do testify
that the Father sent the Son to
be the Saviour of the World.”
These words from I John (4-14)
are the Golden Text of the Les-
son-Sermon “Christ Jesus” in
all Churches of Christ, Scientist,
Sunday.

One section of the sermon is
built on the healing of “a wom-
an which had a spirit of infirm-
ity eighteen years, and was
bowed together, and could in no
wise 1ift up herself.” The ac-
count by the Apostle Luke con-
tinues with Jesus’ words, “Wom-
an, thou are loosed from thine
Infirmity,” and the record
states, “And immediately she
was made straight, and glorified
God.” (13:1113).

A correlative passage from
“Sciencee and Health with Key
to the Scriptures” by Mary
Baker Eddy declares, ‘“The high-
est earthly representative of
God, speaking of human ability
to reflect divine power, prophet-
{cally said to his disciples, speak,
ing not for their day only but
for all time: ‘He that believeth
on me, the works that I do shall
he do also;’ and “These signs
shall follow them that belleve’”
